LORD KITCHENER ASKS 


FOR IMMENSE FORCE 


While There Are Mot Over Six Hun- 


dred Thousand Men Left In Eng- 


land to Draw On, 'Asks For 


Half of Number. 


[Bl* ASSOCIATED PEEKS.] 


London, June 26.—Lord Kitchener 
has asked for half of the available re- 
cruiting material of the United King- 
dom for his newest army. He wants 
to raise an additional 300,000 and an 
analysis-of census statistics indicates 
there are not over 600,000 men left 
in the United Kingdom to draw on, if 
the industrial needs of the country 
are taken into consideration. 
Army estimates for February -pro- 
vided for 3,000.000 men. 
These, and 
perhaps more, are serving. 
Accord- 
ing to the Dally News, it. would take 
another million to cover the navy, the 
armed auxiliary vessels, 
the 
mine 
sweepers and applicants to the army 
rejected as physically unfit. 
Lloyd 
George is authority for the statement 
that 2,000,000 civilians are employed 
in the manufacture of equipment and 
munitions and in their transport An- 
other 1,500,000 comprising policemen, 
firemen, officials, seamen, miners and 
laborers, keep the civil life of the 
country golns. 
Great Britain, there- 
fore, is -employing a grand total of 
7,500,000 men. 
The last census gave the United 
Kingdom 8,100.000 men 
of military 
age. which is between the years of 18 
and 40. 


Deducting the soldiers and sailors 
now serving and those previously re- 
jected, together with -the necessary 
civilian war and industrial workers, 
there are onlv 600,000 men of mili- 
tary age left out of which to raise the 
new army of-300,000. 
The advocates of the volunteer sys- 
tem say this can be done. Conscrip- 
t'.onists are as yet a small, if noisy, 
minority. 
Kitchener has been severely criticis- 
ed at times for his recruiting meth- 
ods, biit in one instance at least ha 
knew more about his business than 
the public. When in the early days of 
the way he raised the physical stand- 
ard from 5 ft. 4 in. to 5 ft. 6 in., news- 
paper critics told him that this was 
an age of science and not of brawn; 
and the little man proved the best 
fighter by reason of being able to live 
on less food and to take cover easier 
in action. But Kitchener was then 
facing the problem of clothing, equip- 
ping, .feeding, quartering-and drilling 
the new men. From a normal peace

pairs; suits of woolen underclothes

First, to take up 
with the library rooms, equipping 
them, taking care of them and using 
the rear entrance as best we may, till 
such time as a more convenient door- 
way be provided; and the other way 
is to keep our organization going and 
watch out for some suitable room or 
store where the project

This 
country is followed by Russia, Mexico.

"While among the earliest fields to 
attract attention in the petroleum in- 
dustry, coming into prominence us 
early as 1878, the Galician oil .fields 
are only partially known and devel- 
oped. These fields are beyond com- 
parison the richest oil fields in opera- 
tion anywhere in Europe, and, there 
are Indications that the future will see 
an Increase rather than a decrease in 
their working area and in- their pro- 
ductivity. The modern petroleum in- 
dustry had Its beginning in the United 
States, starting to all practical 
pur- 
poses about 1859. The drilling of the 
Galician oil wells soon followed those 
of this 
country. Almost coincident 
with the birth of the Galician oil in- 
dustry -was that of the 
Russian oil 
industry at Baku. The enormously 
rich Russian wells, yielding about 20 
per cent of the world's total output, 
were opened about 1875. 
"Dohobycz and Boryslaw are .cen- 


eum resources have been developed, 
added largely to the 
prosperity of 
Galicia, a land that some few genera- 
tions ago was one of the most misera- 
bly poor to be found in Europe. 


"The Dutch East Indies and neigh 
boring Rbumania have uncovered oil 
resources sufficient to make a strong

of an inexhaustible supply pf oil from 
Its native wells at Baku, whose se- 
curity the Turks threatened up to now 
In vain. Great Britain Is able to draw 
upon the wells in the neutral coun- 
tries of the world, with every pros- 
pect ol safe delivery. Roumania re- 
mains, practically, 
the sole foreign 
source of oil for Germany and Aus- 
tria'."

If there Is a strictly clean and up to 
the minute sanitary spot in Tanesville 
after the course of fifty clays, it will 
be a tract of seven lots 'a Spring 
Brook, just this side of the site of the 
old Athletic baseball park. And Un- 
cle Sam himself will see to it that 
this spot is kept clean and sanitary. 
The cause is that another member 
of .Tanesvllle's family of manufactur- 
ing industries is being added. This 
will be a laboratory for the manufac- 
ture of cholera serum for hogs. The 
first of the product will be turned out 
late In August. 
The building for the production ot 
the inocculatlon Is well under way. It 
is expected that it will be completed 
by July 1. It is a small and unpre- 
tentious structure of one 
story, the 
wings built at a right angle, a little 
over seventeen feet wide and 
forty- 
eight and forty-six feet in length, re- 
spectively. In here, however, between 
?r,,000 and $8,000 worth of the latest 
and most modern equipment for 
a 
plant of its nature will be installed. 
The outer 
walls are 
of cement 
blocks. The interior will he floored 
with cement and the 
walls 
coaled 
similarly. This is done to permit of 
keeping the building strictly sanitary. 
Dr. A. C. Ross and H. E. Garrison, 
formerly of Converse, 
Ind., where 
they were engaged in similar labora- 
tory work and also from the Indiana 
state experiment 
station at. Perdue 
university, are the men behind, the 
project. Both Dr. Ross and Mr. Gar- 
rison have spent many years in the 
work and their process o£ producing 
the anti-cholera serum is recognized 
as one of the most efficient 
in 
its 
work, to be secured. 
Dr. Ross and Mr. Garrison brought 
their plant to Janesville unsolicited. 
For some time past 
they had been 
looking over different sections of the 
country with the 
idea of locating. 
They desired to 
manufacture 
their 
product in a goofl swine growing sec- 
tion. 
After inspecting many sites they 
learned of Janesville and Rock county 
and decided to investigate. In a quiet 
manner they became 
acquainted in 
the city and conversant with 
local 
•men close in touch with the informa- 
tion they desired. Trips throush the 
agricultural districts shortly 
demon- 
strated that the information they se- 
cured relative to Rock county being a 
big swine breeding center, were strict- 
ly authentic and that here was 
the 
ideal site for their 
location. Hence

to produce a liberal yield of milk 
daily as It Is for a horse to work at 
hard labor all day. When this la fully 
understood the necessity for a few 
weeks' rest on the part of the cow 
becomes evident. 


Furthermore, the cow during seven 


or eight months of the milking pe- 
riod is carrying and developing a calf, 
which Is a further drain on her sys- 
tem. 
IE she ia given a few weeks 


to repair her worn-out body tissues 
and to store up a little excess tat she 
will give more In the entire year, 
than she would milking continuously. 


If not given a rest before calving, 


Bha begins a new lactation period at 
a lower level of production, and will 
maintain a lower level through the 
entire time. 
Six weehs Is none too 


long for any cow and if she Is badly 
run down ton or twelve weeks will be 
better.

Wisconsin

Measure to Regulate New Form 


of Common Carriers. 


Madison, Wis., June 25.—-Rigid re- 
strictions 
on jitney busses is the 
policy

Wisconsin 
legislature 
should adopt for the regulation of this 
new form 
of transportation

embody the . recommendations of the 
senate 
committee on 
corporations, 
whith has finally submitted a substi- 
tute bill to the judiciary committee 
bill, 464-S, on the subject. Bill 582-S, 
ou the same subject, is -recommended 
for killing. 


Motor vehicles carrying passengers 
for hire are declared, by the new bill 
to be common carriers, required 1,0 
furnish adequate service at just and 
reasonable rates, and "to operate over 
such general routes, or within such 
territory, and upon such schedules, 
and during such hours as may reason- 
ably be required for .the accommoda- 
tion of the public."

Peking, JOne 25— China's military 
forces are to be remodeled from top 
to bottom. As a first step, arms of 
the line regiments are to be unified: 
A most .important conference 
has 
Just been held at the winter palace, 
the residence: of Yuan-Skt-kai. There 
were present; In addition to the presk 
dent and his cabinet and the highest 
ranging military and naval officers, 
several-of "the most influential Chin- 
ese not officially connected with the 
government. 
;. Problems of national defence were 
touched upon in a brief speech by the 
president,• who made it'clear that hs 
regards war as the greatest among' 
apparently necessary evils. His words 
made a deep impression upon those 
present, and in the discussion which 
followed, there was absolutely single- 
rmndedness in endorsing Yuan's po- 
sition. The .'conference. decided thai 
new docks were absolutely, necessary: 
that the arsenals must be modernized 
and expanded; that .service .In the 
army must be popularized 
and ade- 
quately compensated: that coast de-. 
ifenses must be established, and where 
obsolete or inadequate, reconstructed: 
and that naval bases must'be-provided" 
for north and south China. 
The principal decision, however, wss 
that providing for the unification ot 
Chinese armaments. The six army di- 
visions, investigation has proved, use 
ten'or more different types of gims. 
It is proposed to replace these with 
one style which will possess the best 
features'of :the best modern weapon.
